They enjoyed special 
privileges, were resented by the Chinese gov- 
ernment, and were a source of friction. The 
history of the ports is not one of unrestrained 
greed alohe, according to this author, for for- 
eigners brought sanitation and education. The 
book, which is concerned mostly with Ameri- 
cans in China, has many entertaining bits 
which compensate for its poor organization.

A vehement description of the extent to which 
fascist, anti-Semitic, and Jim Crow ideas have 
been accepted by children and youth as a re- 
sult of (1) deliberate Nazi propaganda and 
(2) lack of training in the meaning and values 
of democracy. The author feels our schools 
have not taken their responsibility in exposing 
the first and in educating for the second. Al- 
though the book does not adequately recog- 
nize home and out-of-school influences and 
has a tendency to generalize on school prac- 
tice in terms of the largest school systems in 
the country, it is provocative and may well be 
used as a point of departure for discussing 
local situations.

An interesting and helpful book which builds 
up an understandable psychology of the re- 
turning soldier. Considers in perspective the 
perennial problems of the veteran, intensified 
today by the magnitude of the present war. 
The contrasts between army and civilian life, 
and the attitudes developed by them are illus- 
trated by plentiful quotations from memoirs, 
autobiographies, correspondents’ accounts, sol- 
diers’ letters, and fiction. Some history of 
past attempts to help veterans, especially 
those of the first World war. Leaves the im- 
pression that the maladjusted veteran will be 
typical, since it ignores the millions whose 
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stability will bring them through this as 
through other human crises. Presents national 
and community programs for rehabilitation, 
but its chief value is its ability to stimulate 
informed thinking.

Here, as in Retreat with Stilwell (Book List 
39:316, Ap 1 43), is no front-line reporter’s 
attempt to relay to civilians the thrill and ex- 
citement of battle. Rather it is a brutal, hard- 
hitting account of the confusion and uncer- 
tainty that characterize warfare; “by far the 
greater part of war is just dumb, bestial suf- 
fering, weariness and utter and devastating 
exhaustion.” The book is made up of nine 
experiences—in China, in Malta after the 
siege, and with the American forces in Sicily 
and in Italy, where a serious wound sent the 
writer home. It begins with several chapters 
telling his convictions about war and its ef- 
fect on men, and ends with a warning of 
fascism in the United States. The coarse lan- 
guage will be offensive to some readers.

Less than 50 pages cover the author’s views 
on why and how victory can come in the 
Pacific in 1945. The rest of the book contains 
the informal reportage of the former New 
York Herald-Tribune correspondent to the 
Pacific fleet, on men, places, and events im- 
portant in the Pacific war. Decided navy bias 
is evident in comments on the army in gen- 
eral, General MacArthur in particular, and 
the lack of unified command in the Pacific. 
Minor incidents of battle, particular ships, 
such as the destroyer Frustrate that always 
missed action, and servicemen’s life are high- 
lighted in vivid style. Much of this has been 
told before, but the frankness, humor, and 
reference to many individual servicemen will 
have popular appeal. No index.

As a German 
foreign agent, and later when a refugee from 
nazism, as a British agent, he has had long 
experience in Turkey, and he relates its his- 
tory since the Young Turks’ revolt in 1908, 
with special attention to Kemaf Ataturk’s 


modernization of the nation.

An old merchant ship, here disguised under a 
false name, was taken over by the U.S. but 
operated under the flag of Panama. With a 
crew made up mostly of aliens, most of whom 
knew neither English nor seamanship, and 
several navy gunners, she took a cargo to 
Africa in 1942, loaded raw materials at two 
African ports, and started back. When a 
submarine sank her, 27 men survived for 17 
days in a steel lifeboat. Only a small part of 
the book is devoted to that ordeal; most of it 
is an account of the voyage across the Atlantic 
in a decrepit vessel, the personalities, the in- 
evitable friction among men of many nation- 
alities under nerve-racking suspense, the in- 
competence of officers and crew. Almost 
documentary in detail, undramatized and con- 
vincing, with virile men’s talk and unadorned 
realism.

A photographic record of the U.S. Army’s first 
two years at war, December 1941 through No- 
vember 1943. Battle scenes and glimpses of 
the life of the combat soldier in the Pacific, 
the Aleutians, the Mediterranean, and in the 
air raids over Europe. Although official pho- 
tographs have been widely used in books and 
magazines, this is the first selection that gives 
with brief captions a consecutive account of 
the war. Some of the pictures are too greatly 
reduced in size to be appreciated and the 
make up of the book does not allow for re- 
binding, but it will be popular and useful as 
a quick summary of the first two years of the 
army’s campaigns.
